Mandarins. A Shangau Irllor in liie N'l'w j 
Vork Ihiahi yivea a fnll and nilori':-lirL' ac- , 
count uf l.i.H chai;mter, an.l of iho nn'ar.s 
through which he allainod liis dignity an 1 
liis loilune — esliuintcd lo bo immensely 
lainc — from which wo take a few cxlract.s :

being threatened and pinched hy the niili\e 
rebels, neither the Jrnporiulisl.s nor their alli.s 
the Kii^'lisli. could di le..d it. In tliis strait, I 
Admiral Hope, K. X. |)ro|iofed niid peifrci.d 1 
with him a plan by which .Mr. Ward nii^i \. 
Strike n blow al the rebel head quarters in 
Soonkong, a very well feniBed city on the 
WooBong river. Ward orfiauizcd n band (. f 
eighty Manila men, ran up the river, nnd look 
the place by storm, for which service he was 
paid the sum of forty thousand silver tuels. 
liis blood wag up, nnd ho wanted to laki: an- 
other oily .some thirty iniies beyond Soeiikon^', 
where the rebels had retired iiiid entrenuhed 
themselves mora strongly than beloi'e. Tun- 
tichio chinned him exceedingly iin.l told liiin 
to ),-o in. Ho did go in, or at least as far as 
the walls, and fell, sliot in three places, lie 
did not die, however — his enDStiliiiion was too 
strong for that — but fell back upon Shanghae, 
to recover from bin wounds and plan another 
campaigii. He was out n^jain in a few weeks, 
but with a hole in the roof of his inouih of the 
size uf a cherry stone, wliieh gave a suit of 
nasal twang to liis speeeli. .Meaiiwliile the 
j^azettcs came down fi'oni I'ekin, annour.eiiig 
his promotion to the rank u( colonel, lie be- 
came a Chinese siiliject, married a t'liiiiete 
woman of the .sniall looted kind, arid v.as 
created a inaiidarii; of the blue button. 

When the rebels threatened Shaughne. the 
French and English Admirals nnd Ward put 
their bcada togcllicr and planned out a cam- 
paign against the invaders.

Ward bus oflercd I'riucc Ivaing lo put 
down the rcbcllinn for ten millions of dollars, 
and Iho priuco asserts thai such ii reward 
would be insignificant in coinpurison with the 
e.'^tent of ihe labor. Waril is now- cpiietly 
drilling his new recruits ami swelling his ar- 
my daily, prejiaring for the next coming down 
of the rebels, which will ensue u|ion the ap- 
proach of winter. Diizi'os arc applying (ivery 
day to join him iiieniljcis of the polire force, 
marines and sailors from the iiien-ol \var and 
shipping — but he is very judiciou.s in taking 
them into his einphiy. He has now some 
thirty or forty lOiiropoan oflicei's under liiin, 
anil has hi.s lieadrpiailerH at .Soonkoiig, v.l.ire 
the slrielcst discipline is enlorcul. i 

Ko far as personal i.ppearance goes, Ward in | 
lliC very ideal of n hero. His face now, liiun ■ 
muc'.i e.\po.sure, i.s pretty well bionz''d. but it | 
i.s mtnrally very ])ale and round. His hair is ] 
of the dceiiesl blaeic, and ho wears it falling : 
in curls lo his shoulders; and a slight iin[)erial 
and ninustachc .serve !o make the pali;- 
nejs of his lace nmre noticeable. His per. -on j 
is alight, but all imisele. Althougli n'.'t above i 
fivo feut in hight, and with a build exceedingly 
diminutive, bo has been known lo whip hull a 
dozen six-footers with nn ease and rapidity 
truly a.-^tonishing.

Depreeiation In the Value of Oold. 

j vEtrorainpo tlio 'discoverioB of the vast Oc- 
" posits of gbtil CiiliforDla uni Australia, it 

lias been a fiibjoct ol distiiissioii mnoii^' politi- 
cal ccoiiomisis and financiu! iiu'ii, as to wliclher 
the groat quaiility of thu procioiia nielni ilirowii 
into circulation woiilil not liavo llie ollect of 
prodiiciug a doprc'ciulion in its value. The 
f question is a dilBcnlt oue, and one wl)[cb Ims 
taxed tlie nbilily of some of tlio moat cminont 
writers on those snbjecla in Europe. To us, 
who occupy a country destined to be second 
to neitliei' of thnsu ciniatrics as a ijoKl fiekl, 
niul which coiifH'(|iiciilly must e.\'.Tt an aclivti 
and iinportuiit iiidiituicc in prodiicin;,' what- 
ever c'.iaiiiii'H may occur la l\v: vainu of i.'()lJ, 
this topic tnujt always bo one of great iiiierest. 
^fjG^nd^^the.titleof '.tl'ba Economic cUcols of the 
recent Gold Discoveries," Mr. Henry Pnwcetl, 
of- Trinity Hall (wlio by the way is stone 
' blihij)! gave an inlorcsting lecture before 
the la,'<t anmi il meeting- of ihe British Asso 
ciation for ll.e Ailvaiicernerit of Science, hef.l 
ul Casnbrid^je. Alter alhuling to the coafi'.'ent 
prediclions ol the depreciation of the metal, 
conpeqnciit upon the discoveries in Australia 
y ^ajidfCulilQrniu, and- lite alarm ot fnnd holders 
and tiiuse w]io wero in receipt of Cxcd money 
. incomes, at the prospect of a general rise in 
prices, wlio went so far even as to call tipon 
Government to cliati^'u the standard ol \ahio 
Iroin i;old to .'-ilver, Mr. Fuweett conlciul.i 
'• that ihe?e cunliLieiiC predictions have not 
been reilized- for the depreciation in the value 
of gold cannot as yet have been very niarkcd, 
since tl>e higltest Bnancial autUurilies slill dis- 
pute whellier tlie new snpplies of gold have 
. . prodaoed even a rmall alteration in its value.'' 
The predictions thus made, wero ba.'cd no 
doubt npon the supposition that as the value 
of gold depended among other things upon the 
ratio c.'visiing between its demand and supply, 
wlialever tended to give the latter the proi)Oii- 
durance would depreciulu the value of the 
metal ; and that the great quantity of gold 
suddenly brought into circalatipo would be 
more than thu world was capatilo of absorb- 
ing. '' Previous to 18-18,"-8ays Mr. Pawcetl , 
" tlie entire annual ])roduction of gold ,lid not 
exceed £11,000,000, being only one-fourth of the 
annual production of California a[ul .Vu.stralia 
nlono. In tluU vcaf the iiggregnte value ol 
gold throughout the world is caliniated at 
£000,000,000, bat if the yield of tiie countries 
flrst spoken of continued as great as at present, 
they would in 33 years produce an amount 
equal to what previously existed. A largo 
portion of those snpplies of the precious metal 
find their way to England. Tn that country 
it is emploveil eil'.ier in arl.s and maiiufactui-e?, 
in coinage, or in ro-c.';port<\tion to foreign 
couiitrie.-. The amount employed in art.-: and 
niarinfactuie.^ Mr. Fawcott contends is so iin- 
impoitant tliaL it may bo neglected in compari- 
son with the other two. An American au- 
tliority, the Banlter's Magazine, we believe es- 
timates it at obout $112,000,000 annually. 
As to the coinage, Mr. Tooke in his History 
of Prices, states that between the years 1,^-18 
and 1H."")(;, it has been increased .C:iO,OUO,000. 
Spealcing of tlie coniH'ction between general 
prices and the quantity of money in circula- 
tion, which we have referred to above, he says 
tbat.ii the population and wealth of a country 
increase, the value of gold must rise ; or. in 
other woids. general prices must decline uidess 
an increased amount of money is bron;;ht into 
circulation. The extended use of sultstitalcs 
for money in the shape ol iiistruineuts of credit 
fiipiilie.i llic place metallic currency, so that 
it is next to impo.'^sible to judge whellier or 
not the £20,000.000 added to the gold coinage 
of 1856 was suflicicnt to preserve a uniformity 
in tbe value of gold, whilst the population 
and wealth of the country increased so rajjidly 
03 it did during those years. In the first place 
the amount of the increase of wealth cannot 
be u^certaiiied, and secondly some of those 
subsliiules may be more largely nsnl. 

From a comparison of general prices now 
and what lliey wore in 184S, it is foutul iliat 
while some have risen some have declined. 
But this change could be aocounlud for in- 
dependanlly of any change in the valun of 
gold. Muiiufaclured articles' Have become 
cheaper throU;;h improveinent.s in mjichinery, 
while meal and dairy produce have Imcoirie 
deart-r in eonsi'qiienCK of iho increased de- 
mand of a largLT p.ipiilai ion . ''From this it 
is infeireil the (b'piocialion of j;i.|d cannot 
as yet liave been v tv tioirked, since it i.s not 
ovidencad by a decided eflorl or general 
prices." Mr. Fawceit afHrms that, it is ihu 
East lhat has really obsorbed the greater por- 
tion of the additional gold which has been 
prodiiced of late years. The exports from 
lndi;i and China have enormously increased, 
while the imports, especially into China, 
have not shown a corresponding advance 
Besides this, a very large aiiMUot of capital 
has been sent out to India lor public woiks. 
The balance of Irado, in faol, is so much 
against the mother oounlry, that frqm JEIO,- 
000.000 to £l4,00D,00O of specie have to be 
annually shipped to the east. This is princi- 
pally silver, and has been taken from the 
circulation of Franco and other countries. 
Tlie consequence is lhat the place of llii.s 
metal has in a great ineasuru been supplied 
by ;j;()Ul coinage, which has caused Iho 
absorpiion ol a largo quantity of that metal. 
If, however, iho necessity fur the sllipmeiit 
of specie to the east were to oeaso, il is very 
qiiosiionabla whether the additional gold 
could be absorbed in Europe wilhout a de- 
preciation in its value. On the whole ihc 
nnihnr ot' Iho paper seoins lo bo of the opin 
ion ''llial the value of gold will not for a long 
lime bo depreciated ; yet .such a ileprccia- 
tion may very possibly occur." For our part 
\vu think the danger is so very far distunt 
that this generation at least need not be con- 
cerned about il. 'J'he increased production of 
gold seems so far only to have been produc- 
tive oP advantages. Trade and conimerce 
have matoiially advunoed through its means. 
The weallh ofthe world lias beou inerensed, 
and with il has come an increased denian i 
for circulating medium, which is not liliely 
will ever be wholly displaced by instruments 
of credit. Besides this, though e.\lonsivo 
gold iielila may be Jiscovciod rich in de- 
posits, yet experience has shown that the 
labor required to extract il will always hare 
Iho effojt of cor.iributins to keep up the 
value of the metal.
